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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or a) as being anticipated by 
anyone of Fishbein et al. US 4,078,324 or Albanese et al. US 4,241,347, Gottwald et al. US 
2002/0130810 or Isaji US 2003/0117313. Fishbein teaches a method for reducing the interfering 
effect of a radar transmitter occupying a nominal frequency bandwidth (FM signal) into an other 
operating band (noises, interference, etc.), where said other operating band is spaced from said 
nominal frequency bandwidth by a third frequency band, said method comprising the steps of: 
generating at said radar transmitter a constant-amplitude pulse centered at a frequency within 
said nominal frequency bandwidth of said radar and having a nominal bandwidth which lies 
within said nominal frequency bandwidth, and which also has an actual bandwidth which 
extends into the other operating band (inherent); applying phase perturbations (pseudorandom- 
see abstract) to said constant-amplitude pulse so as to produce a phase-perturbed constant- 
amplitude pulse centered at said frequency within said nominal frequency bandwidth of said 
radar with reduced amplitude of that portion of said actual bandwidth of said constant-amplitude 
pulse which lies within said other operating band; and transmitting said phase-perturbed 
constant-amplitude pulse toward a radar target (see Abstract, col. 1 lines 16-45, col. 2 lines 38- 
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48. Albanese teaches a similar system with improved range discrimination and improved 
immunity to clutter chaff, jamming and multiple target environments, including varying or 
perturbing the phase of the signal to null the unwanted signals (see Abstract, col. 2 lines 24-37). 
Gottwald teaches a method of interference suppression in a radar device by changing the carrier 
signal by phase modulation which reads on applying phase perturbation to the pulse (see 
Abstract, and par. [0021]). Isaji teaches a radar device which changes the phase of the signal to 
suppress interference from other unwanted signals (see Abstract, figure 1, and par. [0048]). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art cited to (Rose; Olsson; and Thue) teaches various radar systems which 
eliminate interference by perturbing (changing) the phase of the transmitted signal.
